Harrisburg, Fell. 23 -Pi 
Pennsyl­ 
vania's some 800,000 hunters faced 
the prospects today of a one-dollar 
boost in license fees next year. 
Sen. Jam es S Berger tR -Pottert 
disclosed th a t he is readying legis­ 
lation which would hike the license 
charge from $2 to $3. This would
